It is a kind of crisis which the Rus- 
Sian nation is undergoing; but it 
would be a mistake to think that to 


leave Bolshevism alone means its ex- | 


tinction. 

Bolshevism not only means ruin and 
starvation for Russia, but also a con- 
Stant danger to the rest of Europe, 
and although it is not likely to break 
more politically de- 
veloped than Russia, such a develop- 
ment is not out of question, if similar 
are allowed to grow up, 
and if the Bolshevist propaganda is 
left unchecked. The Allies’ attitude 
toward Russia has been very uncer- 
tain. It seems that the Allies have had 
no definite policy toward Russia since 
the outbreak of the revolution, and 
their disinterestedness in Russian af- 
fairs has had the most deplorable re- 
sults. If Bolshevism was compara- 
tively easy to overthrow a year ago, 
it is not today. The Bolsheviki have a 
completely free hand throughout Cen- 
tral Russia and their system of gov- 
ernment has become very deep rooted. 
Moreover, they have organized an 
army of some 300,000 men compara- 
tively well equipped, well fed, 
well paid which may yet prove a dif- 
ficult problem for the Allies unless 
they take precautionary steps ‘imme- 
diately. If nothing is done to check 
Bolshevism, &@ much more costly ex- 
pedition, on something resembling an 
actual war basis, will be found neces- 
sary in another six months. 

It should be realized that Bolshey- 


ism is not an internal Russian problem | 


but that it concerns the whole world, 
and that itis primarily in the interests 
of the Russian people themselves that 
the Bolsheviki should be overthrown 
and deprived of the possibility of 


spreading terrorism and starvation 


elsewhere. The Bolsheviki are the 
enemies of the whole of civilization 
and stand for tyranny and terrorism. 
No compromise between Bolshevism 
and democracy possible. -If the 
Allies do not overthrow Bolshevism, 
Bolshevism may overthrow them. The 
attitude of non-interference in Rus- 
sian affairs is completely out of place. 

Another great illusion under which 
the Allies have been in = defining 
their attitude toward Russia is that 
Russia can be organized on a demo- 
cratic basis such as that of England 
or America. Russia will not be ripe 
for such an advanced form of govern- 
for at least another hundred 
years, and the best regimé for her for 
the present is such a one as wil!

the railways in Poland, Bohemia. 
Hungary, Rumania, and Jugo-Slavia. 
These countries, which have only just 
come into existence, cannot be ex- 
pected to resist the Bolshevist pressure 
unaided. They are faced with tre- 
mendous difficulties, not only in con- 
nection with organizing their own 
armies, and obtaining necessary war 
matériel, but, above all, they are faced 
with great difficulties regarding 
question of currency.

He hoped for the speedy recov- 
ery of the invaded regions, that Presi- 
dent Wilson’s program would be 
fulfilled, and that neutral nations 
might he able to take part in the ful- 
fillment after the peace terms had 
been arranged. 

The Premier has been the recipient 
of many congratulations since his re- 
turn, and expresses himself as, highly 
delighted by these manifestations, 
which have been made not only by his 
friends, but by the representatives of 
various political sections.

OTTAWA, Ontario-—-The Canadian 
3ureau of Statistics has issued a sum- 
mary of the trade of the country dur- 
ing the year 1918. From this it ap- 


pears that the value of exports for the 


12 months was $1,229,708,244, as com- 
pared with $1,547,340,885 for 1917 and 
a little over $1,000,000,000 during 1916. 
Imports for consumption were fo the 
value of some $906.000,000 as against 
just over $1,000,000,000 in 1917 and 
about $750,000,000 in 1916. There was 
a falling off in the amount of duties 
collected in 1918, the total being $154.,- 
849.4 while in 1917 they reached 
the sum of just over $167,000,000; the 
year previous to that they stood at 
$1239.002,178. 

Goods exported to the United King 
dom were valued at $594,250,690, 
which was considerably lower than 
in the previous year, when they were 
valued at $200,000,090. Imports from 
the United Kingdom also dropped 
nearly $20,000,000, being $72,879,109 in 
£18. The United States exports to 
Canada fell below the figures of 1917 
when they were valued at over $800,- 
000,000 as against $738,142,064 for the 
past year.

Of great interest is a wholly uneut 
copy of an anonymous play with the 
title “Sir Gyles Cappe,” pub 
lished in 1606, and two comedies pre- 
ceding Shakespeare entitled “The 
Three Lords of London” and “The 
Three Ladies of London.” <A copy of 
“The Three Ladier of London” of the 
1592 edition included in the 
collection.

“The statesmen at Paris who are re 
sponsible for the decision summon 
representatives of the different gov- 
ernments Russia, including th 
Bolsheviki, Prinkipo [sland are 
treating the Bolsheviki as if they were 
a political party What they hate 
effect is this: ‘We here in the 
Vest of Europe are tired of war. You 
people in Russia still go on fighting: 
we desire you to stop fighting; there- 
fore come together and confer. Bu! 
to those of ns who have been fighting 
Bolshevism a}! this time. that counse] 
is impossible. As long as Bolshevism 
is alive there can be no peace in 
Russia. and therefore none in Europe. 
Further, Russia is represented 
at the Peace Conference, the condi- 
tions laid down by the conference 
cannot be binding on Russia; -and if 
Russia stands apart in this way all 
of the Slavonic nations who look to 
Russia their head will be morally 
left out of the account. 

“In that event, vour League of Na- 
tions could never be realized. The 
large academic view of the situation 
which seems to Lave prevailed at Paris 
is altogether out oc touch with reality 
as far Russia is concerned, and 
Europe simply cannot. afford to treat 
Russia in this wav. The Allies must 
find some organic solution of the Rus- 
sian problem, and must not merely 
wave it aw®y. as in fact has been done 
by the invitation to Prinkipo. 

“Remember that the germe of Bol- 
shevism are today to be found in 
every country, and that Bolshevism is 
not a manifestation of a _ political 
party but a tendency that has degen- 
erated into the tyranny of robbers and 
criminals. As to the proposal that we 
other Ruésians should enter into nego- 
tiations for -an accommodation with 
the Bolsheviki, | would first point out 
that it impracticable, hecause we 
common ground with the 

They deny. every demo- 
cratic principle that we aflirm. They 
deny fundamentally the liberty of the 
subject.

Thousands of claims for additional 
pay by discharged soldiers whose rec-

'A STUDY OF THE 


| GERMAN MENTALITY 


| “Rhyme and Revolution in Germany.” 

A study in German history, life, litera- 
ture and character. 1813-50. By J. &. 
| Legge. London: Constable & Co. Ltd.

When the public has been well- 
nigh satiated with a multitude of 
opinions, perplexing in their variety 
and often colored by prejudice which 
has been accentuated by strife, it is 
instructive to hear 
‘saw themselves three generations 
ago. The documents and verses which 


Mr. Legge quotes justify the conclu- | 


‘sion that the German of a century 
ago was not so free from guile as he 


‘has sometimes been represented, and 


that the characteristics which distin-. 


guish the people in 1918 had already 
been developed during the first half 
of the Nineteenth Century and earlier. 

Having chosen that the German 
people should speak for themselves 
in his pages through the documents 
which he has collected, Mr. Leg2 
has given just sufficient setting by 
way of comment. to provide a frame- 
work for a lively picture of a period 
marked by acute political excitement 
grounded upon resentment. Both 
this excitement and resentment, and 
something more, found expression in 
the poetry, some of which, like its 
counterpart in England in the Eight- 
eenth Century, was doggerel, but 
some of which was of a higher or- 
der, and all of it helps us to grasp 
more clearly the feelings which were 
etirring the German consciousness 
between 1813 and 1850. The value of 
the evidence which Mr. Légge has 
collected lies in the fact that it Is 
the evidence of contemporaries 
touching their own people. Inei- 
dentally it shows that the bombastic 
utterances of the Kaiser which excite 
‘i much derision today have 
counterpart in the past, as illustrated 
by the following notice which ap- 
peared in the oMelal Gazette for 
the prineipality of Retiss-Lobenatein 
Mbheradorf, and which encountered

birth certificate’ Truly the documents 
are. an instructive mixture of the 
tragic and the comic, and if tragedy 
underlies the greater part of them, 
the volume has its lighter vein, which 
makes it such entertaining reading. 
There are lessons to he Jearnt from 
this picture of Germany between the 
War of Liberation and the Hevobation 
of 1848 which no nation can afford to 
ignore. If it is an indictment it.is 
also a warning. If we contrast the 
Germauy of today with the Germany 
between 1813 and 1850, before the 
“Honest Broker” had fashioned it to 
his will, the comparison is not in favor 
of the present. There were qualities 
‘even in Prussia which the ruthless- 
ness of officialdom could not wholly 
repress, and an idealism amongst 
many thoughtful Germans which it is 
difficult to find in any sections of the 
body politic today. There was a spon- 
taneity which the Bismarckian régime 
suppressed with its suffocating mantle 
of material efficiency. Amidst the de- 
fects which loom so large were ster- 
ling qualities which we can all admire 
in such men as Stein, whose political 
conceptions cannot fail to -commend 
themselves to Englishmen. No man 
could have striven with more single- 
mindedness to break the fetters of 
bureaucracy that Germans might be- 
come a free and self-reliant people. 
So, too, Bunsen’s stand for the free- 
dom of the press displays the exist- 
ence of qualities which in the lone 
run must predominate. The story of 
_the censorship of the press as it ap. 
'pears in these pages should have a 
peculiar interest for us all at the 
moment.

BEGINNING with the current month, the United States 
l'ood Administration removed all restrictions on margins 
of profit on foodstufts, except on cottonseed products and 
eggs, and canceled most license requirements on importers 
and distributors. This action was taken in accordance 
witha proclamation signed by President Wilson in Parts. 
Continuing under license for the present are importers 
and distributers of wheat, corn, rye, oats, barley, and the 
proprietors of elevators and warehouses storing these 
erains and rice; also importers’and distributers of fresh, 
canned, or cured beef, pork, or mutton, cottonseed, cotton- 
seed products, lard, butter, eggs, and sugar ; also importers 
and manufacturers of rice, rice flour, wheat flour, and 
wheat mill feeds, and all cold storage warehouse men. 

The exceptions here noted will probably end with 
March 1, when the kood Administration, called into ex- 
istence by reason of the war, will, to all intents and

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Opposition to Restricted Immigration 


WHEN, in February, 1917, the long struggle to obtain 

fairly satisfactory law for the regulation of immigra- 
tion culminated in the passage by the United States 
Congress, over President Wilsons second veto, of the 
Jurnett-Dillingham bill, the general expectation was that 
the question might be regarded as settled for some time 
tocome., for more than a quarter of a century one effort 
anotner to solve the problem of Hnmigrant regu 
with the passing of the years, came to be 
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1915, was sustained, although only by a very narrow 
margin in the House, the Senate refraining from voting. 

The “literacy test’ excludes “‘all aliens over sixteen 
years of age, physically capable of reading, who cannot 
read the E nglish language, or some other language or dia- 
lect, including Hebrew or Yiddish.” There are certain 
exceptions, as regards aged persons, having relatives 
already in the country who are capable of caring for them, 
and aliens seeking admission solely for the purpose of 
escaping religious persecution ; those convicted of offenses 
purely political and not including moral turpitude; those 
in transit through the United States who later shall go 
in transit from one part of the country to another through 
foreign contiguous territory; and those who are skilled 
laborers otherwise admissible, if there is no like kind 
unemploved in the country. Excluded from the provt- 
sions of the act are professional actors, artists, lecturers, 
singers, ministers of religion, professors, members of any 
recognized learned profession, and persons employed 
strictly as personal or domestic servants. The law retains 
restrictions in previous enactments concerning certain 
classes of generally recognized undesirables and depen- 
dents, and with relation also to exclusion. of contract 
labor. It increases the head tax on immigrants from four 
to five do]lars, and makes better provision for the housing 
and care of the newcomers than formeriy obtained. 

International conditions have practically prevented 
anything like a fair test of the value of this compara- 
tively new immigration law, for the war almost immedi- 
ately cut off immigration of every description. The war 
also did something else. It showed clearly, from expert- 
ences with certain aliens and certain naturalized citizens 
already in the country, the necessity of guarding the gates 
more carefully. ven before the beginning by the United 
States of participation in the struggle, it was seen that the 
republic had been too careless in this respect. During the 
war this faet became too evident to be overlooked or 
glossed over. The consequence is that there 1s now a 
popular demand tor the exclusion of all, or nearly all, 
inunigration for a stated period of, sav, four or five 
vears, to be followed by more rigid regulation than has 
ever in the past been enforced, 

Since it became known that public sentiment in the 
United States favored such a course there have been signs 
Of opposition abroad to the proposed .restrictions, No 
Kuropean government has thus far spoken upon the situ- 
ation, but the press of several countries is reported to have 
commented upon it very unfavorably, particular stress 
having been laid on the point that an embargo on immi- 
vration would exclude from the United States many who 
had fought with Americans on the allied side. There is 
no ground, however, for the assumftion that the United 
States intends doing this, or anything like it. Rather 
should it be assumed that the United States, before enact- 
ing a restrictive immigration measure, and while asserting 
and exercising its right to settle this question in its own 
way, will somehow manage to let in those who are really 
desirable and to keep out those who are not.

THe story goes that, in or about the year 1191, 
Berchtold V, Duke of Zaringen, taking note one day of 
the wonderful site of the ancient castle of Nydeck, at the 
eastern end of the peninsula guarding the passage of the 
Aar, midway between the Lake of Brienne and the Lake 
of Thun, in Switzerland, decided that here was an ideal 
place for a military post. on the frontier between the 
(serman-speaking Alamannians and the French-speaking 
After duly considering the matter, he took 
counsel with his trusted henchman, von Bubenbeg, and, 
in the end, sent him to the castle of Nydeck, not only to 
establish a military post but to lay out a city. So von 
Bubenbeg came to the peninsula guarding the passage of 
the Aar, and was even more impressed than his master. 
Here, indeed, was a place not only for a city, but for a 
great city, and he promptly, much to the subsequent dis- 
pleasure of the duke, enlarged the borders of his scheme, 
and laid out a city double the size of that originally 
intended. 

Von Bubenbeg, however, quickly proved that he was 
right ; settlers from near and far flocked to the new city; 
the veritable forests inclosed by the expansive von’ Buben- 
beg within the city limits provided abundant timber close 
at hand for the rapidly built houses, and so the city 
flourished and quickly had everything that a city could 
want, ‘save one thing, and that was a name. ‘The story 
goes on to tell how this was supplied. Berchtold seems 
to have been in great difficulties about the matter. For 
some reason or other, the city proved hard to supply with 
a name, and at last he decided to settle the question bv 
naming it after the first animal he met on a certain dav as 
he was going out hunting. Intent on his purpose he set 
forth, and as -he rode into the forest he met some bears. 
lhat settled the matter. The name of the new town was 
Berne. Aloreover, the story adds that he brought some 
of the cub bears home with him, put thet ina pit, and 
inatiourated a-fund for their Suipport

Notes and Comments 


CANADA sometimes has a way of finding the solution 
of a problem while people suppose her to be still discussing 
ways and means. Just now the Dominion ts turning her 
deserted aviation fields into farm instruction camps, each 
of which will accommodate a thousand men. The mess 
halls and living quarters are ready for use. The hangars 
are quickly transformed into stables for live stock. All 
repairs to farm machinery can be made in the shops. The 
grounds are large enough for crops in variety to be 
planted. All this makes practical training possible, but 
/ has greater value in another way. It saves the man 
who finds that he-is not fitted for farming, or that farm- 
ing is not attractive to him, from committing himself to 
an arrangement which he might always regret, and which 
would be of no help to the country. Trial farming, after 
the Canadian plan, has distinct advantages. 


Two items in the news are seen to have a close con- 
nection, when placed side by side. One points to a 
recrudescence of interest in the raising of fruit in 
America. The other reports that in Belgium alone 170,000 
acres of fruit orchards have been ruined, and that tn 
I'rance 500,000 fruit trees were destroyed by gunfire and 
by the Germans. It is evident that American orchardists 
will be called upon to fill a great void in the uropean 
fruit market, and that they are getting ready to grasp 
the opportunity.

' FAIR-MINDED people throughout the United States 
will be glad to recognize the sincerity of Prof. Burgess 
Johnson's analysis of the situation and management of 
the “Y”’ huts. “‘The dominant impression remaining in 
my mind,” says Professor Johnson, “is of a body of men 
and women wholly self-sacrificing, absolutely devoted, 
adapting themselves surprisingly well to,multifarious 
tasks, with an occasional misfit so greatly in the minority 
as not to affect the picture, even though he has been 
able to stir up a noise vastly out of proportion to his 
importance.”’ Serving in a “Y” uniform, but not pre- 
viously affiliated with the Y. M. C. A., this particular ob- 
server went as an entertainer from point to point, and 
saw the everyday life in a great many huts, The men in 
charge varied in the necessary qualities of humor and tact, 
but it seemed to him that not more than one in thirty was 
really ill-suited to the work he was doing. 


Anp how practical an-indorsement of the “Y” hut 
is its adoption and perpetuation by the French Govern 
ment! Every corner of France, it appears, is to have its 
foyer du soldat, for thousands of French towns and vil- 
lages are being interrogated as the first step toward estab- 
lishing these friendly little centers of recreation for the 
French soldiers as they settle again to local employments. 
The government and the separate communities are to 
cooperate, the town or village providing land and labor 
to erect the building and the nation finding the materials. 
When the buildings are finished it is proposed that the 
Y. M. C. A. shall open each center and conduct it until 
such time as the community, having seen how it is done, 
shall be ready to take the work over. The French Gov- 
ernment, in short, expresses its opinion of the Y. M. C. AL 
methods by adopting them wholesale, under Y. M. C. AL 
management, as a valuable help in national reconstruction. 


ProFessor D’ARCY THOMPSON, in his lecture at the 
Royal Institute, delighted his audience by telling them of 
Mr. Edward Forbes’ conviction that he had actually seen 
a starfish wink. Brittle stars break to pieces when they 
are touched, and what is more, they appear to do it from 
a self-preserving instinct, and since at the end of each ray 
of a starfish there is an eye with something very like eve- 
lashes, it does not seem so very improbable that that par- 
ticular bit of starfish did so misdemean itself.
